Ignoring many of the city council’s reservations with respect 
to the Golden Triangle, the Prince Georges County Planning 
Board of the Maryland National Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission on Thursday, August 22 voted basically to adopt its staff 
recommendations. These recommendations called for approval, 
subject to certain conditions, of the preliminary plan for subdi¬ 
vision for the 57-acre tract bounded by Greenbelt Road, Kenil¬ 
worth Ave., and the Capital Beltway.

Twentieth Birthday Sees Bigger 
And Better Labor Day Festival

The Greenbelt Labor Day Festival, which celebrates its twen¬ 
tieth birthday this year, promises to be bigger and better than 
ever. The celebration will include the Parade, the dedication of 
the new Center Mall, a Labor Day Salute to Americans at Work, 
the Miss Greenbelt Pageant, and the carnival midway area, as 
well as a host of special events. A detailed schedule of festival 
events is included inside the News Review this week. 

Parade 


These conditions included: 

(1) Provision for highway ac¬ 
cess, including necessary right- 
of-way for proposed Greenbelt- 
Kenilworth Ave. interchange and 
desirable acceleration and decel¬ 
eration lanes along Greenbelt 
Road. 

(2) Approval of final site devel¬ 
opment plans for each parcel pri¬ 
or to building permit approval. 
Such approval would depend on 
a general concept plan for the 
entire tract, to be approved prior 
to submission of any record plat. 
The concept plan shall include 

(a) a site analysis in regard to 
natural development constraints, 

(b) general location of proposed 
land uses on the site plan and 
intensity of development and (c) 
the relationship of the proposed 
uses to access, internal circula¬ 
tion, parking and open space to 
provide for the proper configura¬ 
tion of proposed individual lots, 
landscaping proposals as to visi¬ 
bility from the Beltway, and pro¬ 
vision of storm water manage¬ 
ment plan. 

13) Limitation of office building 
development to 450,000 square feet 
until it can be demonstrated that 
increased capability of access 
roads would permit a higher ceil¬ 
ing. 

(4) Provision for staff consul¬ 
tation with the city of Greenbelt 
in reviewing the site plan. 

(5) Provision for sufficient ac¬ 
cess to city of Greenbelt proper¬ 
ty (Indian Springs). 

(6) Provision by the developer 
for sequence of development to 
permit coordination with public 
agencies with respect to facilities. 

City Turned Down 

The city of Greenbelt had asked 
that a planning concept consistent 
with the designation of the Golden 
Triangle as a Special Treatment 
Area in the November 1970 Col¬ 
lege Park-Greenbelt Master Plan 
be provided prior to any approval 
of the subdivision plan. This re¬ 
quest was turned down by MN- 
CPPC, as was also the suggestion 
of the city that a bikeway be 
provided along Greenbelt Road. 
MNCPPC Chairman Philip R. 
Hogue suggested that a less cost¬ 
ly means of providing a link be¬ 
tween Springhill Lake and the 
rest of the city would be pedes¬ 
trian-bicycle bridges across the 
Beltway and Kenilworth Ave. near 
the interchange. 

Some concern was expressed a- 
bout the need to assure screen¬ 
ing and landscaping for an auto¬ 
mobile dealership which is re¬ 
portedly slated for the eastern 
half of the Golden Triangle. The 
Board urged the developer to pro¬ 
vide for the unification of archi¬ 
tectural elements such as signs, 
lighting, and landscaping that ef¬ 
fect the aesthetic and visual im¬ 
age of the site. 

The owner of the tract was rep¬ 
resented by Russell Shipley, who 
expressed opposition to the rec¬ 
ommendation of the staff for de¬ 
velopment of a site plan for the 
entire tract. He indicated that this 
would result in too many uncer¬ 
tainties as to approval, which 
would prevent the developer from 
obtaining commitments from pur- 


Springhill Lake North 

The MNCPPC also approved the 
preliminary plan of Subdivision 
for part of the commercially-zon¬ 
ed property in .Spsinghill Lake 
north of the Beltway and west 
of Kenilworth Ave. The ownei-s, 
Greenbelt Associates, had asked 
approval for all the commercial 
property (about 30 acres), but the 
Commission acted separately on 
portions of the tract. They ap¬ 
proved the motel site (7 acres), 
the gas station site (0.86 acres) 
and one office building site (100- 
000 sq. ft), subject to widening 
and improvement of Kenilworth 
Ave. and relocation of the pro¬ 
posed 80-foot road serving the 
tracts. Required also was ade¬ 
quate landscaping for the pro¬ 
perty fronting on the Beltway. 

The remaining portion of the 
tract containing three office build¬ 
ing sites was also approved sub¬ 
ject to “receipt of acceptance by 
the Planning Board of a proposed 
staging development program a- 
greement prior to acceptance of 
the final plat.” According to MN¬ 
CPPC, development could not take 
place until the roads could han¬ 
dle the traffic. 

In other action, MNCPPC ap¬ 
proved the preliminary subdivis¬ 
ion plan for the Springhill Lake 
industrial tract (43.9 acres), 
though MNCPPC staff had indica¬ 
ted some concern with the run¬ 
ning of truck traffic on Cherry- 
wood Lane. 

Mobil Gas Station 

Also the Mobil gas station pre¬ 
liminary plan was approved sub¬ 
ject to the sidewalk dedication 
along the entire rear line as re¬ 
quired by the city. 

Despite restrictions placed on 
the preliminary plans, the net ef¬ 
fect of the MNCPPC decisions is 
to place the owners of the Golden 
Triangle, Springhill Lake Indus¬ 
trial tract and Springhill Lake 
North tract in a position to seek 
a portion of the 2,000.000 gallon 
sewer authorization expected to 
be made available by the construc¬ 
tion of the Beaver Dam package 
treatment plant. .

How the Festival Started

’Way back bn Monday, June 
13, 1955 according to the min¬ 
utes of the Greenbelt city 
council, Vincent Caruso, chair¬ 
man of a local committee to 
promote a four-day festival 
during the Labor Day week¬ 
end, outlined tentative plants 
for that occasion, to include a 
parade, a water pageant, booths 
around the plaza, and some 
wheels of chance. 

Council authorized the city 
manager to advance $400 as re¬ 
quested for advertising and 
other expenses. This amount 
would be repaid from the an¬ 
ticipated profits of the festival. 
Thus, the Labor Day Festival 
was on its way. The theme of 
the program was the Green¬ 
belt Youth Recreational Build¬ 
ing Fund. 


The building trades will be rep¬ 
resented by a carpentry and a 
brick-laying demonstration. Paul 
Smith, a Greenbelt resident, will 
show the skills required for fur¬ 
niture building. There will also 
be a woodturning exhibit. 

The textile industry will be rep¬ 
resented by craftsmen (whose 
work is duplicated by machine in 
industry) demonstrating the skills 
needed to produce clothing. This 
exhibit includes spinning, weaving, 
sewing, quilting, and shoemaking. 

Breadmaking and a cow-milking 
demonstration will represent the 
foods industry. Joe Gigante will 
give a sprout talk, explaining how 
indoor farming can provide a nu¬ 
tritious addition to the diet. 

Carnival Midway 

The carnival midway will host 
the ferris wheel, merry-go-round, 
and three kiddie rides, as well as 
the Satellite, the Moonwalk, the 
Octopus, the Paratrooper, and the 
Hustler. The Festival Information 
Booth next to the stage will pro¬ 
vide festival schedules and direc¬ 
tions to the 35 game, food and in¬ 
formational booths. Included are 
the children's painting booth, a 
silk-screening booth, Bingo, and 
the North End School Book Sale. 
Also located in booths on the 
midway on Saturday and Sunday 
evening will be the Chess Mara¬ 
thon by Greenbelt Chess Expert 
Joe Bucher, who will play ten 
games simultaneously, and the 
Breathalyzer, where test demon¬ 
strations will be performed on 
volunteers. 

Special Events 

Free-admission dances will be 
held on Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday evenings. Friday's music 
will be Bluegrass by KINFOLK. 
On Saturday evening the Willie 
Reed Soul Quintet will play. Sun¬ 
day night, the Kenyatta Dance 
Band will intersperse band sets 
and stage shows. This group con¬ 
sists of a five-piece band and four 
vocalists. 

The Miss Greenbelt Pageant 
will present the contestants on¬ 
stage on Friday at 9:15 p.m. and 
Saturday evening at 7:30. The 
swimsuit competition will take 
place Sundav at 1 p.m., and Miss 
Greenbelt of 1974 will be crown¬ 
ed on Sunday evening at 8. At this 
time the nineteen former Miss 
Greenbelt winners will be intro¬ 
duced. 

The Men’s Physique Show will 
be held on the stage Saturday at 
8:15 p.m. This will feature power 
lift, weight lifting and body build¬ 
ing demonstrations, with a special 
exhibit of physique posing by a 
gold-painted person. 

The Festival Stage will present 
a full range of ethnic dance 
groups: Irish, polkas and square 
dancing. A horticulturalist from 
the National Park Service’s Green 
Scene will give advice on plants, 
and the 4-H Club’s Macramed 
Hanging Pots will provide a place 
to put them. There will be foot 
races for the athletic and scuba¬ 
diving and karate demonstrations 
and a horse show for those who 
enjoy non-participatory sports. 
Also on the schedule are an art 
show, a chamber music concert 
and an outer-space puppet show. 
Every one is invited to sing-a- 
long at the Holiday Song Pest. 
Full details of these and all of the 
other events can be found in the 
festival schedule.

Again this year, trophies will 
be awarded to first, second, and 
third place finishers in the Diaper 
Derby, Foot Balloon Burst. Sack 
Balloon Race, Pie Eating, and 
Watermelon Eating Contests. 
Prizes for the adult counle Three 
Legged Race include dinner for 
two at Emerson’s and Fireside 
restaurants, and movie passes.

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GHI Investments 

To the Editor: 

We think the matter of invest¬ 
ment of GHI funds requires more 
discussion, especially since a con 
troversy developed at the August 
15th Board meeting as to manage¬ 
ment's handling of these funds. 

GHI has received $186,719.95 
from the Government National 

Mortgage Association (GNMA). 

This represents seven months’ 
principal payments previously 

made <12-73 thru 6-74). GHI is to 
withhold an additional five mon 
thly principal payments (July 
thru Nov.) to complete the one 
year deferment. Thus, the July 
principal payment of $27,031.12 
was held back, creating a total of 
$213,751.08 of GNMA deferral 

funds in GHI hands. 

GHI has agreed to repay GN¬ 
MA in full by the end of 1977 with 
a balloon payment and is accum 
ulating funds for that purpose. 
$15,313.20 has been collected since 
June 1974 by an increase in mem¬ 
bers’ monthly charges. 

As of the August 15 Board 
meeting, GHI had $229.06-4.28 of 
deferment and member repayment 
funds available, as follows: 

Check from GNMA $186,719.96 
July principal pmt. 

withheld 27,031.12 

June, July, Aug. collections 

for balloon note due 1977 15.313.20 

Total 229,064.28 

Less pmts. for work done 81,410.00 

Remainder 147.654.28 

Of the $147,654.28, approximately 
$90,000.00 is committed for energy 
conservation projects underway. 
The Board has by resolution di 
rooted that the funds for the 
balloon note be accumulated in 
a separate escrow account. The 
remainder, about $42,000.00, awaits 
commitment to energy conserva 
tion projects not yet developed 
which will require membership 
approval. The principal payments 
to be withheld also fall in this 
category.. 

The $147,654.28 was included in 
the purchase from Suburban Trust 
Co. of an Investment Certificate 
at an annual rate of 11%% to 
mature September 30, 1974 with_ 
a maximum insured amount of 
$20,000, not $30,000. as reported in 
the News Review of August 22, 
1974. 

The objections raised to this 
investment concerned the GHI by¬ 
laws. The bylaws provide that 
"All funds that are not currently 
needed to pay obligations as they 
become due or to make disburse 
ments authorized under these by¬ 
laws shall be invested in direct 
obligations of the United States 
or deposited in accounts that a'-e 
fully insured by an agency and/ 
or instrumentality of the State 
of Maryland.” It seems clear to 
us that the *15.313.20 of balloon 
note funds and the $42,000.00 be¬ 
ing held for projects not yet de 
veloped must be invested in "fully 
insured" accounts as described a- 
bove. 

The bylaws further state that 
“All funds that are currently need¬ 
ed to make disbursements author¬ 
ized under these bylaws shall be 
deposited in savings and check¬ 
ing accounts in banks insured by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp.” It is questionable if Certifi¬ 
cates of Deposit fall within the 
category of “savings and check¬ 
ing accounts” as provided in the 
bylaws. We were not among those 
who proposed that we obtain our at¬ 
torney’s opinion as to what type of 
investments are permitted under the 
bylaws. We felt and still believe 
that if the bylaws are not clear 
as to what is intended they should 
be clarified in accordance with 
members’ wishes at this time. Un¬ 


til then, we should not make un¬ 
insured investments, in our opinion, 
inion. 

It is a matter of concern to us 
that there is no board policy re¬ 
lating to this type of investment. 
It further concerns us as GHI mem¬ 
bers and as Board members that 
management proceeds without 
Board direction to place GHI funds 
in uninsured investments.

There will be two showings - at 1:30 p.m. and 3:30 
p.m. on Saturday, August 31 at the Meeting Room of the Green¬ 
belt Branch Library. 

GREENBELT BEING FILMED 
AS "CITY OF F UTURE" 

Picture to be Viewed by50,000,000

Greenbelt, the eyes of the world 
are upon you! 

When the motion picture, “The 
City", now under production in 
Greenbelt, is completed and goes on 
display at the New York World’s 
Flair it will, before the Fair is end¬ 
ed, be subject to the praise and cri¬ 
ticism of probably fifty million peo¬ 
ple who will flock into New York 
from all over the world to visit the 
Fair. 

When American Documentary 
Films selected Greenbelt as being 
“representative of the city of the 
future” they put the town on a 
mighty pedestal to withstand the 
scrutiny of the world, and it will 
take the wholehearted cooperation 
of every citizen here to maintain 
that position without bringing a de¬ 
luge of criticism down upon us. 

Willard Van Dyke, who, with Ro¬ 
ger Barlow, is now photographing 
the Greenbelt sequences says that 
one reel of the planned three-reel 
production will be devoted entirely 
to Greenbelt in showing how the 
world is reaching the stage where 
the cities are planned in advance 
and such important items as play 
space and safety for children are 
taken into consideration. The other 
two reels will be a series of se¬ 
quences leading up to the “city of 
the future.” In them will be shown 
how the growth of industrial devel¬ 
opments has slowly blotted out the 
bright attractive homes of the ear¬ 
lier settlers, and how congested 
cities have risen in their stead 
with thought only for habitat near 
the scene of activity and with no 
provision for the welfare of the in¬ 
habitants. From there the sequence 
leads to the great metropolitan cen¬ 
ters with their inevitable slums and 
unhealthy living conditions where 
innocent children must grow up in 
an atmosphere of crime and degra¬ 
dation; then the congested, unplan¬ 
ned highways which are in large 
part responsible for approximately 
35,000 traffic fatalities annually. 

Then comes the planned highway, 
designed for the greatest possible 
safety to driver and pedestrian and, 
finally the planned city. 

In photographing the Greenbelt 
sequences, Mr. Van Dyke says he is 
stressing the child angle, showing 
how the many playgrounds have 
been provided and how- the main 
streets are designed with the side¬ 
walks leading underneath them, so 
the child can go out to play, to 
school or to visit the neighbor with¬ 
out the mother wondering whether 
it will ever reach home again. The 
athletic interest and the facilities 
available are also given considera¬ 
tion, showing that, while the child 
is adequately provided for, the rest 
of the community is by no means 


neglected. The community cooper¬ 
ative medical plan also comes in 
for its share of attention. 

In going about his work Mr. Van 
Dyke says he has been very much 
impressed by the marvelous cooper¬ 
ation given him by the children of 
the community. Moving his many 
pieces of equipment from one 
setup to another would ordinarily 
be a problem, but in Greenbelt, he 
says, there is always a crowd of 
youngsters on hand eager and wil¬ 
ling to help him. In fact his biggest 
problem here, he says, is keeping 
peace among the children when sev¬ 
eral of them insist on carrying or 
holding this or that piece of equip¬ 
ment, and in getting them to quit 
work long enough to go home for 
lunch. 

The photographic work for the 
entire production will require ap¬ 
proximately 45,000 feet of film, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Van Dyke. When the 
trimming is completed, and the 
scenes are omitted which are unsat¬ 
isfactory because of faulty photog¬ 
raphy, lack of interest, etc., and 
the film reaches the final stage, 
only 3000 feet will remain, of which 
1,000 feet will be devoted to life in 
Greenbelt.

LABOR DAY FESTIVAL 
WHEN SUMMER ENDS

As stated in a News Review 
editorial of 1958, this is the one 
holiday that melds all Greenbel- 
ters into that “giddy, gaudy whirl.”
